SAYS “RED” TRADE ACT 
OF U. 8. INEFFECTIVE. 

New York, July 8.—Because the 
action of the state department in 
removing restrictwns on trade re- 
lations with Russia did not estab- 
lish any system of paying for the 
goods bought or sold by either 
country, the peal propiem of estab- 
lishing trade gemains open, accord- 
ing to L. C. A. K. Martens, self- 
styled representative of the Russian 
socialist federal soviet republic in 
the United 2 in a statement 
issued by h oday. 

The only possible credit facili- 
ties between the United States and 
Russia, he points out, were re- 
moved recently when the federal 
reserve board here issued a Warn- 
ing against American banks’ hon- 
oring any drafts upon, Esthonian 
banks, in which the soviet govern- 
ment had planned to establish cred- 
its for American manufacturers. 

“The statement issued this morn- 
ing,” says Martens, „gives no as- 
surance that any practical credit 
arrangements may be affected. 
Postal communication and traveling 
facilities are not to be restored. 
It is-plain enough that trade can 
not be resumed if there is to be 
no opportunity for the establish- 
ment of the essential means of fa- 
cilities for international commerce. 

“Trade is dependent upon an in- 
tricate machinery for transfer of 
funds with proper guarantees and 
securities on both sides, and com- 
merce cannot be successfully car- 
ried on without postal. and cable 
—communication and the ordinary 
facilities for travel and internation- 
al intercourse. The announcement 
of the state department while os- 
tensibly setting aside restrictions, 
appears actually to announce a poli- 
ey of continued restriction. 

Political Relations Essential. 

“Although the question of diplo- 

matic recognition in all its formal- 
ities and niceties may be indefi- 
nitely postponed, the effective re- 
sumption of trade relations must 
depend upon the establishment ot 
a certain minimum of political rela- 
tions.” 
He goes on to point out that Eng- 
land and Canada have already rec- 
ognized this fact and that Mr. Kras- 
sin has returned from London to 
Moscow for the purpose of perfect- 
ing the necessary political relations 
for the resumption of trade with 
these countries.

“It required the war to force 
home to America a full understand- 
ing of its industrial dependence 
upon mineral raw material. “The 
U-boat threat taught us that cer- 
tain minerals, even the names of 
which were unfamiliar to most cit- 
izens, were in fact ‘key’ commodi- 
ties without which basic thdustrics 
could not operate. Domestic inde- 
pendence in these minerals was the 
necessity that gave birth to sub- 
| stitutes or called into being new 
sources of supply. 

“With the gradual approach of 
normal conditions of world com- 
merce, however, there has been a 
return of old ways of thinking. 
There must be some economic limit 
to this possible self-sufficiency 
even in a country so wealthy in 
raw materials as our own. 

“With the question of adequate 
supply, which was uppermost dur- 
ing the war, is now joined the 
question of satisfactory price, 
which regains its old-time promi- 
nence with the return of competi- 
tive conditions. 

Our industrial leaders cannot 
disregard the international view- 
point. Abundance carries respon- 
sibility, and domestic independence 
may be shorter-lived than we sus- 
pect. Less than a year and a half 
ago the position of the United 
States in regard to the interna- 
tional contro] of minerals, included 
the classification of petroleum and 
coppe. as products in which our 
exportable surplus dominated the 
world situation, . 

“Now there is strong evidence 
the United States is already de- 
nendent.upon oil imports. Look- 
ing forward in copper may soon be- 
come an equally evident duty.”

Montgomery, Alabama's third 
largest city, ranked as twenty-first 
city of the south.and 148d city of 
the country ten years ago, with a 
population of 38.136. It has its 
largest numerical increase in the 
decade 1890-1900 and its largest 
relative increase in its first dec- 
ade, that of 1840-1850. Montgom- 
ery appears in the federal census 
reports for the first time in 1840, 
when its population was 2.179. 

Macon, Ga., which ranked just 
Montgomery ten years ago, 
with a population of about 2,500 
larger, has returned its 1920 popu- 
lat ron as 52,525, an increase of 29.2 
per cent. Tampa, Fla., which rank- 
ed just below Montgomery, with 354 
fewer people, has returned its 1920 
population as 61,252, an increase of 
35.7 per cent. 

Birmingham’s 1920 population is 
178,270, an increase of 34.4 per cent, 
while Möbile's total is 60,124, an in- 
crease of 16.7 per cent.

Decides at Meeting. 


New York, July 8—The general 
committee of the inter-church world 
movement, meeting here today to 
consider the future of the organiza- 
tion, voted to continue the move- 
ment “on a greatly mddified scale.” 
Appointment of a committee of fif- 


teen to confer with representatives 
of the denominations co-operating 
in the movement and to recommend 
a plan of re-organization was au- 
thorized, 

The decision of ‘the general com- 
mittee, which includes representa- 
tives of the thirty Protestant de- 
nominations in the movement, was 
reached by adoption of a report of 
a subcommittee of eleven, headed 
by Bishop Thomas Nicholson, of 
Chicago. The report declared “the 
committee is unanimous in the con- 
viction that the main purpose and 
Objects for which the inter-church 
world movement was created should 
be conserved and therefore the 
renee should be continued 

Mouse on a greatly molified scale. 

“It is understood,” the report of 
Bishop Nicholson’s committee said 

that eventually the direction of the 
movement shall be in the hands of 
a board officially appointed by the 
co-operating denominations.” 

A budget of not more than $75,- 
000 to become a part of obliga- 
tions already incurred, was author- 
ized to carry on the work pending 
reorganization, and no other bud- 
get is to be authorized “until it has 
been properly approved and the ex- 
penses provided by the proper au- 
thorities of the co-operating de- 
nominations.” 

The committee of eleven was ap- 
pointed after a report by James M. 
Speers, chairman of the executive 
committee, that the movement is 
solvent and that its obligations do 
not ‘exceed its assets and pledges. 
Its ‘report approved the action of 
the executive committee in closing 
the accounts of the movement as of 
June 30, “in calling upon the 
churches to meet their obligations 
and in making a clear distinction 
between the past and future opera- 
tions of the movement.” 

Bishop Nicholson in urging con- 
tinuance of the movement, declared 
“reactionary” tendencies which he 
said were shown in the two na- 
tional political conventions would 
be manifest in the churches if we 
permit this movement to end.”

The Importance of Yap. 
(From Asia.) 


The importance of the island of 
Yap as a link in the system of cable 
communication between the United 
States on the one side and the 
Philippines, Dutch East Indies, 
China and Japan on the other, is 
inferior only to that of Guam. Yap 
li between the United States pos- 
sessions of Guam and the Philip- 
ines. One of the three ables 

anding at Yap comes from Guam. 
Further, Yap is important to the 
cable service between America and 
the Far East: because the cables 
landing there heve been, and ought 
to be again, alternate routes of 
cable communication between 
America and all the Oriental coun- 
tries. That is to say,. the German 
Owned cables were relied on_ to 
provide alternate routes through 
the dangerous waters west of Guam. 
Should the Guam-Manila cable be 
broken, messages for the Philip- 
pines and China can circulate via 
Guam-Yap-Shanghal. If the Guam- 
Tokyo, the Guam-Manila and the 
Yap-Shanghai cables were all 
broken, communication via Guam-

Ing that the “white Russian” forces, 
which have been operating with the 
Poles, had rebelled, attacking their 
erstwhile allies. 

“Thetentire Polish army is en- 
dangered,” one of these dispatches 
said, “the whites have destroyed 
roads and bridges on the Minsk- 
Baranevichi-Bjelostok railway. 


Consternation in Capital. 


Warsaw dispatches indicated that 
consternation prevailed in the Po- 
lish capital. Premier Grabski, as 
soon as the result of the last big 
“red” drive reached his office, im- 
medately packed and started for 
Spa to appeal to the allied confer- 
ence sitting here, for aid. 

The Poles admitted the loss of 
Rovno, but claimed that Polish vol-, 
unteers, including women And boys, 
were volunteering to aid the nation’s 
crippled armies. 

The polish diet, after a hasty 
meeting, issued a statement ap- 
peallng to postponements of the 
Plebiscites affecting Poland. 

The statement frankly admitted 
the seriousness of the military situ- 
ation asking for aid against the 
“nenil threatening Poland and the 
whole civilized world.” 

Russian communiques also 
claimed extensivé successes along 
the River Dniester. 

‘In fierce battles to the northward 
of Staro and Konstantinot we flune 
back the Poles and occupied Liti- 
cheff on the Dniester,” one Moscow 
statement said. “Later our troops 
occupied Moghilev and Podolsk; 
fierce fivhting continues along the 
whole Crimean front.“

not unexnected at the British war 
office. Officials pointed out that 
warned she could not 
expect aid from Britain if she met 
reverses in her attack upon Russia.

“The Russians probably will be 
content,” one official said, “to dribe 
the Poles out of the territory they 
took from Russia in the early 
weeks of the war. When the ter- 
ritorv is cleared the Russians prob- 
ably will consolidate their positions 
and wait for the allies to settle the 
muddle. 

“The Polish fiasco undoubtedly 
has strengthened Russia’s position. 
It has consolidated her people into 
active support of Lenine and Trot- 
zky and enabled the Russians again 
to come’ before the allies as mil- 
itary victors demanding the treat- 
ment that a victorious nation would 
expect.”

Washington, July 8.—No short- 
age of coal exists and there is no 
danger of a shortage, George H. 
Cushing,-managing director of the 
American Wholesale Goal associa- 


tion, asserted today. 

Cushing blamed agitation by gov- 
ernmental agencies, and predictions 
of a famine, for high prices and 
unhealthy conditions in the coal 
industry. 

“In the matter of both coal sup- 
ply and prices, the people are in 
real need of protection from their 
friends,” he said. The people have 
beeh told practically every day for 
eight months that the worst short- 
age of coal in history is imminent. 
Today they are frantically bidding 
agairst each other in every mar- 
ket. Some will even sign blank 
checks and allow the coal man to 
fill in any amount which satisfies 
him. Of course, prices have risen 
—in the open market—to the high- 
est level in peace times in history. 

“There is a reason but no excuse 
for the current high prices. The 
reason is that we have had too 
much governmental agitation of 
the danger of a famine. The fact 
is,that since November 1, 1919, 
there has not been a day or an 
hour when some governmental 
agency was not agitating about 
coal and predicting a famine.” 

Cushing declared that produc- 
tion is eight weeks ahead of sched- 
ule.

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that there were three ways by 
Which a charter could be made ap- 
Plicable to a city. The tirst of 
these ways.was by the passage of a 
bill by the legislature which fixed 
the charter upon the city. The un- 
qualified statement was mage to 
you that none of our committee was 
in favor af a new charter for At- 
lanta which was not submitted to 
the vote of the people for their ap- 
proval or disapproval, and we all 
agreed that the new charter should 
be subject to the approval of /the 
people. 5 

The second way in which a 
charter could be obtained was by a 
vote of the people upon the charter 
prior to its passage by the legis- 
lalture. Relative to this way it was 
stated that the city primary was 
going to be held in Atlanta on July 
26, and that we could endeavor to 
have the city.democratic executive 
committee allow the people to vote 
for the approval or disapproval of 
the charter at that lection. 

“You two gentlemen agreed that 
this the best plan to pursue. 
Mr. Smi stated that he would in- 
troduce the bill early in the ses- 
sion, have it. put on its first and 
second reading and then held until 
the people had voted at the pri- 
mary, and ff that vote was favor- 
able, would immediately have the 
bflled passed and it would become 
a law. This procedure was, of. 
course, conditionel upon our obtain- 
ing the permission of the city demo- 
cratic executive committee for a 
vote upon the charter at the city 
primary. 

The third way of obtaining a 
charter discussed was for the bill 
to be passed by the legislature, 
wihich bill itself should contain a 
provision that it was not to become 
a law until it had been voted upon 
by the people and approved by them. 

“You two eaten agreed with 
us that the best plan of procedure 
was the prolimir«ry vote at the city 
primary. You also agreed with us 
that if this preliminary vote could 
not be obtained you would have the 
bill passed subject to the vote of 
approval by the people after its pas- 
sare and not to become effective 
until it had been so approved at an 
election called for that purpose.“

Letter of Delegation. 


Following is the letter from the 
Fulton county representatives: 
„Hon. Eugene R. Black, President Chamber 

of Commerce, City. 

„Dear Sir—We have examined, as far as 
our limited time would permit, in the midst 
ef our somewhat exacting legislative duties, 
the proposed new charter for the city of 
Atlanta. 

„We find that it undertakes a very rad- 
ical change in the municipal government 
of this city. 

The custom is for all amendments to 
the charter to bear recommendation from 
the genera] council, and this appears not 
to have been submitted to the council, and, 
hence, could not bear such approval. The 
council are the accredited representatives 
of the people and are supposed to repre- 
sent and act for them, ~ 

In the absence of stich recommendation 
we would expect the approval of the citl- 
zens of the city of such revolutionary mens- 
ures before we should be asked to stand 
sponsor for it in the legislature. This mat- 
ter, has been under discuasion for some time 
and such a vote could have been and can 
atill be had by the initiative proceedings 
provided in the present charter. 

„Therefore, we must decline to assume 
the burden of deciding, both for the general 
council and for the citizens, on a matter 
of such vital importance, and beg to return 
the charter, with the sugcestion that it be 
submitted to the electorate, in the manner 
provided hy law, and we will be glad to 
repres their oninion in legislation neces- 
sary to effectnate same.

a way intended to emphasize the 
necessity of improvements, 

In some of the counties of Geor- 
gia, according to the board’s re- 
port, the provisions that have been 
made for the maintenance and care 
of che dependent poor old men 
and old women ‘and relpless crip- 
ples, for the most part—are lament- 
ably inadequate. In some of our 
county almshouses there is a most 
deplorable lack of facilities for the 


isolation and proper care of in- 


mates who are su fering from dis- 
ease, and in marv instances, the 


board reports, sanitation and clean- 
liness receive but scant considera- 
tion. : 

It is not to Georgia’s credit that 
such a report may truthfully be 
made; and if there is one class of 
our citizens above another that 
should command the state’s sym- 
pathy and receive its most con- 
siderate attention it is that class 
composed of aged men and women 
and others who have been hard 


to care for themselves and who 
have been cast upon the tender 
mercies of the state and societs. 

The board found that many of our 
county and town jails are badly 
kept, improperly equipped and in- 
sanitary — veritable death-traps. 
Jailers, in some instances, accord-

of northern ports was ended. 

It was pointed out during the dis- 
cussion of the transportation act in 
congress by southern représenta- 
tives and senators who were opposed 
to that act, that only during the pe- 
riod of government control had the 
west and south been fairly treated, 
so far as railroad rates and routes 
were concerned, and the assertion 
was made that as soon as the roads 
were feturned to private control 
again, the ports of the south and 
southeast would lose the business 
they. then enjoyed. Developments 
since March 1 fully prove the asser- 
tions of those southern representa- 
tives and senators. Despite the fact 
that the rates and routes provided 
for by the raliroad administration 
are still in effect, the railroads ot 
the south and southeast, being to a 
great extent controlled, finanically, 
by the great transcontinental roads; 
the south and southeast is again be- 
ing hamstrung and prevented in its 
attempts to develop a foreign com- 
merce through the ports of the 
south. Freight that originates within 


one or two hundred miles of Mobile, 


Savannah, Jacksonville, Galveston, 
Charleston and other ports of the 
south, is again being diverted, in 
devious ways, to transcontinental 
roads, partly in the interest 
of the shipping owned and con- 
‘trolled by the same element that 
controls the great railroads,

Several months ago some 
breaks appeared, and after a time 
a patch; crew visited it, but over- 
looked the worst spot. 
the street have been trying to 
dodge the holes, cutting our tires

‘round them. The breaks have kept 


or six feet across. ' 

The expenditure of an insignif*- 
cant amount in patching § these 
breaks when but a few inches 
diameter would have given us 2 
perfect pavement all these months, 
and it would have been in perfect 
condition today. But after having 


suffered the annoyance and dam- 
age resulting from neglect, we are 
now called upon to pay for a new 
surfacing from gutter to gutter, 
and while it is closed to traffic, 
drive around on other streets which 
are intolerable. Barksdale, but two 
squares from Fifteenth, has been 
almost impassable for years: All 
the houses ,fronting on it are good 
and are assessed accordingly. 


We have some nice concrete pave- 
ments on side streets which will be 
used after the lots are sold and 
built on, but look at Whitehall, the 


business portion of Central avenue, 
and Piedmont beyond Tenth, with 
its red lanterns at night to mark 
the holes. If the city is unable to 
lay a pavement that will endure for 
a reasonable length of time, it 
should let the contracts to compa- 
nies which understand their busi- 
ness, and will guarantee their 
work.

Will Need Majority.

Should they succeed in 
getting it referred to the most par- 
dag committee of their own selec- 
ino, regardless of any jurisdiction 
this committee might naturally have 
of the subject matter, and should

) For retaining the capital and 
mansion in the city of Atlanta and 
making the necessary repairs, pur- 
chasing the necessary land, erect- 
ing siutable annexes and acquiring 
a new governor’s mansion; and di- 
recting the general assembly at its 
next session to appropriate such 
sum of money as may be necessary 
to carry out these provisions and 
to defray such necessary expenses 
incident thereto as may de in- 
curred.” 

Not a hint tn the above proposals 
that nobody legally authorized to 
speak for the city of Macon and 
county of Bibb has ever made an 
cffer to the state of $3,000,000; that 
the voters of said city and county, 
who alone could do so legally, have 
never authorized the issue of bonds 
necessary to raise such a fund or 
that they could not do so without 
exceeding their constitutional bond 
limitation; not a hint that Macon 
is under a solemn contract with 
the trustees of Mercer university 
that Tatnall square shall be pre- 
served perpetually as a public park 
and that the city is without authori- 
ty to give it away or to convert 
it to other uses; not a hint that 
the people of Atlanta have made no 
demands on the state for a new 
governor's mansion or annexes [0 
the capitol or that these are ques- 
tions in which every Georgian, north 
or south, is as vitally interested 
as the people of Atlanta who com- 
prise less than 8 per cent of the 
people as a whole: not a hint that 
the present mansion property may 
be disposed of by lease for other 
purposes at a sum far more than 
adequate to build a new ‘mansion 
that would be a delight to any goy- 
ernor and a credit to the state. 


Thousands Disfranchised. 


But this is not all. Besides dis- 
franchising all of the white repub- 
lican voters, a large majority of 
the northern section of 
the state and would, be greatly in- 
convenienced by the removal of the 
capitol to Macon no provision is 
made for the democratic voter who 
does not wish to vote either yes or 
no for either of the above absurd 


‘and most peculiarly put proposi- 


tions. 

That the Macen advocates have 
greatly lost in their voting strength 
since the opening of this legisla- 
ture was evidenced by the vote in 
the senate Thursday. When this 
general assembly first mei, they 
were boldly claiming, and with a 
show of evidence to baek them, that 
they. had two-thirds of the member- 
ship of both houses committed to 
capital removal. It was seen demon- 
last year that they were 
stronger in the senate than in the 
house. 

Yet when it came to a showdown 
in the senate, even with all the 
pressure they could bring to bear 
by pledges exerted from half- con- 
vinced legislators before the merits 
of the proposition could be canvass- 


fed, they were able to command only 


a bare majority in their chosen 
stronghold. The size of the Macon 
vote in the senate was the real 
surprise of the day. It was uni- 
versally admitted that they would 
carry their proposition when it was 
put td a vote, but it was believed 
that they would have more than one 
vote to spare, notwithstanding the 
very proper ruling of the president 
that they needed only a.maiority of 
the quorum in view of the fact that 
the resolution was without any 
binding legal. effect whatever. 
Jordan is indeed a hard road to 
travel for the Macon advocates as 
they will assuredly find, now that 
they have apparently triumphed in 
the senate and have transferred 
their latest proposal to the house.

SELF-DISCIPLINE, 

I have said much here of the 
moral instability, the weakness of 
character, the unreliability of the 
youth who uses tobacco. I have 
put it only too mildly. There is « 
no getting around the fact that a 
normal boy is strong enough 0 
refrain from such indulgences. Nor 


is there any escape from the fact 
that the use of tob&cao by imma- 
ture youths works voc physical- 
ly, mentally and morally, as every 
hard-headed business mane every 
observing teacher and every un- 
biased physician well knows. A 
youth is certainly immature, that 
is, he has not attained his full 
growth physically and mentally, 
until the age of twenty-one—that 
being the age at which he is supe 
posed to know enough to vote. Ax 
a matter of fact most bays are not 
physically and mentally mature un- 
til the age of twenty-five. That is 
the age at which every young man 
shoul marry or be taxed by the 
state. ‘ 
In dwelling upon the injurious 
effects of tobacco in youth I do 
not mean to imply that tobacco is 
not injurious after a man has at- 
tained maturity, for every phygie 
cian knows how disastrous its ef- 
fects often prove. So far as I —— 
determine, about one in every hal 
dozen grown men who use tobac- 


riment, for the reason that abou 
one in every half ‘dozen users o 
pate drug is temperate in his smoke 
ng. es 
Tue action of tobacco as a drug 
is not clearly understood. There 
is enough nicotine in a pipeful of 
ordinary tobacco, or a elgarette. 
or a cigar, to quickly Kill a large 
animal; hence it seems evident that 
little of this is absorbed by the 
man who uses tobacco. Other 
components of the drug may ac- 
countable for the effects produced 
upon the tirculation, the nervo:¢ 
system, the vision, the digestion 
and other functions. It may be 
that the production small 
amounts of carbon monoxide and 
direct inhalation thereof is an im- 
portant factor of the -narcoti¢ or 
“stimulant” action of tobacco. It 
may be that while smoking the 
respiration is more shallow than 
usual. But whatever the mode of 
action, it is certain that tobacce 
produces powerful drug effec 
such as a rise of blood pressure. 
(usually this points toward hea 
weakness), fine tremor, a loss 0

At the close of the debate, Sen- 
ators Barrett and Allen offered an 
amendment to the resolution which 
would allow the state democratic 
executive committee if they deemed 
the wording of the two propositions 
to be submitted to the voters un- 
fair to either city, to propound to 
voters on the ballot such questions 
as they deemed to be fair.

When the senate met upon agfee- 
ment of both sides it was decided 
that the resolution would be com- 
pleted before the body adjournea 
and each faction was allowed an 
hour and a half in which to pre- 
sent their arguments, at the ex- 
piration

For Removal—Senators Flynt, 
Dixon, Bowden, Fowler and Elders. 

Against Removal — Senators 
Glenn, Pittman, Nix, Steed, Allen 
and Barrett. 

The debate, which was hotly 
fought throughout with many in- 
terruptions and well taken, points, 
was opened by Senator J. J. Flynt, 
of the Twenty-sixth, speaking for 
the Macon faction. In opening Sen- 
ator Flynt said, “I agree with my 
friend, Senator Barrett, that what- 
ever action is taken by the people 
should the question be submitted to 
them will not be binding upon the 
next legislature. But the voice of 
the people is a thing that cannot 
be treated lightly and it will have 
a marked effect upon the action of 
the next legislature upon this sub- 
ject. It is the expression of this 
voice of the people that the At- 
lanta faction fears.” 

Senator Glenn, of the Forty-third, 
next took the floor and ridiculed 
the resolution, stating that it was 
below the dignity of t senate to 
pass any such measure. “It simply 
admits,” he declared, “that we are 
not capable of deciding questions of 
importance for ourselves by passing 
the buck on to the people.” In his 
ridicule; of the measure Senator 
Glenn introduced the following 
amendment to the resoltuion as a 
solution to the question: 

“That said capitol shall be made 
of asbestos and other light non- 
combustible material and divided 
into sections so that the same can 
be easily taken apart and placed on 
wheels and follow the seasons 
around the state, and be made to 
visit and remain stated and suf- 
ficient times at Dalton, Tallulah 
Falls, Indian Springs, Tifton, Way- 
cross, Thunderbolt, or .any other 
city, town or village that may 
through its mayor and council re- 
quest the stopping of said capitol 
in their midst. And that the mem- 
hers of the house and senate be

People are Stockholders. 


Senator Dixon, of the Seventeenth, 
the author of the resolution, brought 
out the point that the people of the 
state are the stockholders and own- 
ers of the state and should have 
the right of saying where their 
headquarters should be. At which 
point Senator Ivan ‘Allen interrupt- 
ed and asked if the resolution gave 
them any choice of a new location 
besides Macon. 

One of the strongest and most 
impressive talks on the Atlanta side 
was made by Senator Claude Pitt- 
man, of the Forty-second, who read 
an extract from the recent present- 
ment of the Bibb grand jury in 
which that body pointed out the 
fact that although they admitted 
the Bibb county courthouse to be 
wholly Anadequate to the needs of 
the county a new one could not be 
built on account of the financial 
condition of the county. It also.call- 
ed attention to the high tax rate of 
the county and urged that they be 
not increased. “And this great coun- 
ty of Bibb,” he stated, “which can- 
not even care for her own needs, is 
asking the privilege of building a 
capitol for the state.“ 

Senator Ben Fowler, of Macon, 
urged that the people be given a 
chance to settle the issue once and 
for all so the state could take some 
Steps to better capitol arrangements 
in Atlatna or elsewhere. “The leg- 
islature will never appropriate a 
penny to remedy the congested con- 
dition in Atlanta until this propo- 
sition is submitted to the people,” 
he said. 

Senator Ivan Allen, of the Thir- 
ty-fifth, stated that the whole agi- 
tation was simply a town booster 
trick of Macon with no hope of se- 
curing the capitol. “The people of 
Macon can't make good their offer 
and even if they did it would cost 
the state some four of five million 
dollars, for the Macon offer would 
not come near completing the new 
building,” he wound up. 

Senator Fermor Barrett, of the 
Thirty-first, to whom was alloted 
more of the Atlanta time than any 
one else, styled the measure “a 
subterfuge, not a substitute for the 
original.” He also brought out the 
point that by submitting the ques- 
tion to the democratic primary the 
republican voters of the state would 
be given no voice at all.

Rent Profiteering Bill.

The 
time set for this. tour 1 
was June 26, the day the Curley 
tour was supposed to end. It wag 
changed, according to .Descamps, 
when a motion picture company ex- 
hibited a contract with Carpentier 
which forbade the French cham- 
pion’s appearance in a ring until 
after September 1. 
“I do not propose to have Car- 
pentier cas in on the strength of a 
probable match with Dempsey,” said 
Kearns.

Speaker after speaker at the com- 
mission’s open hearing on the order 
declared his business would be 
forced to close down and his em- 
ployees thrown out of work unless 
the order was rescinded or modified. 
There were no indications, however, 
that the commission would make 
any change in the order, which was 
issued two weeks ago for the pur- 
pose of relieving coal shortages 
throughout the eastern states. 

Industries protesting against the 
order included those Manufacturing 
ordealingin crushed stone, cement, 


sand, gravel and lime, and also gen- 
eral building contractors. Preceding 
testimony of their representatives, 
the commission heard Daniel Wil- 
lard, chairman of the advisory com- 
mittee of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives, who declared that 


priority of service favoring the more 


essential commodities was necessary 
to relieve the present freight con- 
gestion. ‘ 

Willard’s Suggestions. 


No suggestion for the modification 
of the order was made by Mr. Wil- 
lard, who, on the contrary, urged 
co-operation between shippers and 
local car service committees for 
shipment of freight en the return 
movement of the cars to the mines. 

Mr. Willard, however, told the 
committee that he did not believe it 
would be necessary to “wholly“cur- 
tall the movement of any particular 
kind of business.” He suggested 
the shippers seek to eliminate delays 
incar movements; that they load 
the cars to the maximum capacity, 
and that they forego the reconsign- 
ment of cars. The problem in “gen- 
eral, he said, was to make available 
insufficient equipment more ef- 
fective. - 

Intimating that the fight would be 
carried beyond the commission in 
case of refusal to modify the order 
was given during the hearing by 

P. Johnson, of the National Sand 
and Gravel association. 

“We have come to you,” Mr. John- 
son told the committee, “as the court 
of the first resort in our fight for re- 
lief, which, if here denied us or its 
accomplihsment seems uncertain or 
impossible, our necessity will force 
usto continue until every remedy 
has been sought.”

Tampa, Fla., July 8.—Nearly 100 
cigar manufacturers opéned the 
doors of their factories today to 
cigarmakers who wished to work 
under the “open shop” plan. A 
strike and lockout has been in 
progress sincé April 17, last. 

Union leaders claimed that the 
efforts of the manufacturers to re- 
sume operation would prove unsuc- 
cessful as they said the non-union 
cigarmakers’ organization author- 
ized the statement yesterday that 
its members would not “break” the 
strike. 

The joint advisory board of the 
four cigarmakers’ unions issued a 
general order last night instruct- 
ing all union men to stay away 
from the factories and not to inter- 
fere in any manner with those who 
wished to work. 

“We will countenance no med- 
dling,” said Joseph Muniz, secre- 
tary of the board. “If a man wants 
to forsake the union and return to 
work that’s his business, a we 
will see that any one who cfeates 
any trouble or adopts picketing tac- 
tics is properly punished.” | 


LAND ARMY OF 100,000 
IS HARVESTING GRAIN 


Washington, July 8.—A land army 
of 100,000 farm hands recruited and 
organized by the department of ag- 
riculture is moving northward 
across the western wheat belt har- 
vesting the nation’s grain crop in 
better time than in many years, ac- 
cording to reports today to the de- 
partment. ‘ 

“For the first time in years farm- 
ers have not been  hantlicapped 
through labor shortages,” Director 
Taylor, of the farm bureau, said. 
“Attracted by a wage of $7 for a 
ten-hour day, thousands f workers 
from the Atlantic and Allegheny re- 
gions have gone west of the Mis- 
sissippi river to join t harvest 
drive, according to department of- 
ficials. 


Sandersville Fire Engine. 


Sandersville, Ga. July 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A big, new fire engine has 
been purchased by the city of San- 
dersville. It is one of the most 
modern types, costing $11,000, and 
it will throw a stream of water 
100 feet high, ty stories higher 
than any building in the city. A 
paid fire department will be main- 
tained by the city in order to re- 
duce the insurance rate. It is esti- 
mated that more than a million and 
one-half dollars fire insurance is 
carried in this city by property 
owners and when the premiums are 
reduced it will mean a saving to 
property owners of $25.000 a vear or 
more than enough fn six months to 
pav for the new fire-fighting ap- 
paratus.

‘Compensation Bill Given 
tion at Meeting of Senate 
Committee Held Thurs- 
day. 


Passage of a bill, embodying the 
protection of the workingman

was the most noteworthy of four 
bills favored by the senate com- 
mittee on commerce and labor, 
which convened yesterday af“ «noon 
in the state capitol. Senator J. E. 
T. Bowden is the author of- the 
bill, which is the substitute for a 
similar act of legislation intro- 
duced in the last session of the 
senate. 


The primary object of the bill 
is to provide for laborers in case 
of industrial accidents. This bill 
has the unanimous indorsement of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ associa- 
ton, and the insurance companies. 
A bill, introduced by Senator El- 
ders, which provides for sheds at 
division points, where railroad shops 
are located for the purpose of pro- 
tecting empWwyées during inclement 
weather, was also recommended. 

Another legislative act, of which 
Senator Clemens is the author, was 
a bill to place field agents through- 
out the state to restrain emigrant 
agents entering the state enticing 
labor away. |

airplanes in the same category with 
automobiles. Under. provisions of 
this legislation, airplane Owmers will 
be required to purchase licenses the 
same as is now required for automo- 
biles. :
